Stxty-six per cent, of registered sol- 
dier and sAilor applicants for Jobs 
were placed by the various govern- 
mental and volunteer employment ser- 
vices during 'five weeks ending June 
28tb, according to figures made pub- 
lic here today by Colonel Arthur Wood, 
Assistant to the Secretary of War and 
head of the government's organisation 
for the re-employment of service men. 

The seventy-seven cities in tlie sur- 
vey are divided into four ^roupf., ac- 
cording to population, and represent 
every section of the country. The cit- 
ies over 2011.11011 placed 63 per cent, of 
tiieir enrollcil men; the next group, 
ciinslsting of cities from 100.000 to 
2no.00n. 76 per cent : the BO,000-to- 
lOO.noii groiiii. SI per cent., and the 
"little cities." or tliosc under 50.000. 
71 iier cent. 

Twenty-one cities out of twenty-six, 
of more than 200,000 inhabitants, each 
have placed over 60 per cent, of their 
soldiers and sailors. The Middle West 
claims the first five places on the list 
of the big cities on the percentage 
hasla. Minneapolis heads this list with 
:i record of 126 per cent of registered 
men placed (which means that she 
placed every man registered In the 
I'nlted States bureau, and a large 
number nnreglstcrod or signed up 
with other organizations). St. Louis 
follows .Minneapolis with 102 per cent.. 
Cleveland sliows !i2 per cent , Tol.-ilo 
SO per cent, and K;iiisns City M pi'r 
cent. 

I.os Angeles. I'ortland (Oregon). 
I'hiladelphia, Seattle. Chicago and llal- 
timorc had over 2000 men to place In 
that period aud all, except Seattle and 
Ualtlmore. placed over 70 per cent, of 
them. .New Vork City, with 15,653 Job- 
less men, had a problem Ave times as 
big as any other city except Chicago, 
knd placed lust one halt ot the appli- 
cants, or 60 per cent. Pittsburgh and 
Boston have only 36 and S8 per cent, 
records to their credit, and Buffalo 
traHo ai the toot ot the Ifst with 39 
per cent. 

Of cities from 100,000 to 200,000 in 
population, the Middle West, with 
Dayton, Ohio, again Is in the lead. 
Dayton placed In that tlmo 124 per 
cent . or 8S2 men.

That Mr. Wilson should co-operate Avith the British dele- 
gates at Piiris ^vns inevxitable if the Pcaee Conference was to be 
something better than a fiasco. We could not very well, under the 
circumstances, have forced the Irisli question down Lloya ueorge's 
throat. And if we had tried, \\c should liave been alone, for France 
and the other allies of Mngland through four years of war would not 
have followed us in an effort to make the British surrender territory 
which, in athe view of international law, is British. 

Host Americans would be glad to have Ireland free. Ireland 
and the Irish have always had an esi)eeial attraction for our jjeo- 
ple. Bnt, as Senator Phelan says, the number of Americans who would 
carry their enthusiasm for Ireland to the point of a break with the 
British Empire is Tiot prent. 

Thoughtful Americans have understood the President's position 
on the Irish question and have given him whole-hearted support. 
Certainly he has not been weakened in the reprard of the majority 
of his fellow countrymen liy tlie inipertinenee of men like De Valera, 
who have come to this countrj' and criticized the head of the nation, 
violently, in public speeches. — Cincinnati Times-Star.

With an initial appropriation of 25.- 
000 dollars, the American Ued Cross 
joined with (lie American Ueliot Ad- 
niinlBtratlon to bring about an Im- 
jirovement of this situation The re- 
sult has been that today, in the sixty- 
six towns in ,Iiit;i-Sl(iv,-ikiii liavinc a 
popul.'ilion cif over IjnHi iicrsons. 
school has been resumed — in some 
jilaced on a seven-day basis — and the 
children are relatively happy; they arc 
studying and learning.

The conference was proposed by 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
Dviiel C. Roper in a letter made pub- 
lic by Collector Hamilton Monday. 

"The federal government has no 
hospttals," Hie U tter explains. "It Is 
necessary therefore that local com- 
munities accept the problem as their 
own." 

' Plana by the Department of Internal 
Revenue In WashinRton to establish 

ree treatment throughout the coiiniry 
for drug addicts follows recent regu- 
lutlons laid down by the department 
revoking rules relating to the quantity 
ot narcotic drugs that may be dispens- 
ed or presorlfced by physlciaus, den- 
tlatt and veterinary surgeons. 

The order sent from the ofRce of the 
Commissioner 9t Internal Revenue, 
and approved by Commissioner Roper 

was: 

"The ruling contained in T. D. 2200 
of May ll, 1916, permitting a practi- 
tioner to clisiii'iisi' (ir prescribe narco- 
tic druKs in a iiiiaiitiiy more than is 
necessary to meet the immediate needs 
of a patient Is thereby rcyoked and the 
revocation shall appliralili" in all 
cases, wlietlu'r a liocrcasiniJ Josage is 
Indicated or not." 

These regulations follow recent de- 
cisions by the aupreiiie Court In the 
"Doremus" and othiT casoi Conirnls- 
Bloner Roper, in his letter to Collec- 
tor Hamilton, says that they clearly 
establish the fact that physicians are 
not authorized to prescribe for the sat- 
llfaotion of narcotic drug addlctation. 
and that druggists can not lawfully All 
s^auch prescriptions. "This," Commls- 
^ aloner Roper continues, "has had the 
affect ot depriving thousands of ad- 
dloU ot their habitual supply of nar- 
cotic dmgs." 

Many ot them are not financially 
able to enter institutions for treatment 
tor the habit, the commissioner be- 
lieves. 

"If provision Is not made for the 
treatment and care of addicts they 
win become nuisance to themselves, 
their families and their neighbors," he 
adds. 

('(lnlIni^si()lll•r Hcipi'r sayni also that 
the pubiu;'hi siifrlv an ivell us humane 
consideration ri'(iuiie^< that iiiiniciliate 
provision be made for llie trv: t iiicnt 
and cure of tliesi' individuals. He ad- 
*■ vises Collector 1 l;iiiiilt()M to call the 
attention of physicians to the facts and 
to get the opinions and help of the 



municipal authorities. 

This work Is not to be confined to 
j Lexington and vicinity. It is rather to 
I be urged throughout the entire state, 
I of which Collector Hamilton will be- 
eonii' inlfriial revenue collector under 
the coMHiilidalinn plan to go into ef- 
fect August 1 

Commissioner Holier suggests that 
agents In the employ of the depart- 
ment be sent to each community ne- 
cesBnry to accomplish the work to be 
started by the conference. 

Collector Hamilton will make a re- 
port Of the conferences and offer any 
recommendations which the conferees 
see fit to the Internal Revenue Depart- 
ment

Fottlwator, Field Anistant 
of the Federal Department, arrived In 
MaysviUe this morning for a confer- 
ence with County Agent George Kirk 
and several of our prominent farmers 
to explain the disease and to glvo them 
the ticnent of the department's experi- 
ments In looking Into this disease. 

In M.Tson county, the farmers have 
reported that the disease la found In 
many sertlnns and the potato crop 
hero this year Is thought to be cut 
down quite a bit under last year's crop 
and the potatoes are said to he of a 
very Inferior quality. 

Mr. Foulwatter, will spend several 
days In Mason county In an endeavor 
to furnish the potato growers with In- 
formation on the disease and the man- 
ner of combating It.
